“speak softly and carry a big 
press release,” insofar as the

ministration in Jefferson City is 
concerned. 
Baker said leadership means 
taking the risk of failing without 
worrying about winning the next 
election. 
Although he gives Attorney 
General John Danforth and his 
staff pretty high marks on ad­ 
ministering his office, Baker 
said he would make the office 
more accessable to Missouri 
officials seeking opinions. 
“ My phone number will 
always be listed,” Baker said, 
alluding to the fact that his 
Republican opponent, John Ash­ 
croft, now has an unlisted 
number. 
During a press conference 
Tuesday, Baker also released a 
10-point consumer protection 
plan which he said would “do 
much to protect Missourians 
from unscrupulous and sharp 
business practices and would 
help close the loopholes that 
presently exist in Missouri’s 
consumer law." 
Baker also pledged he would 
turn the attorney general’s 
office into, 
“an effective 
protector of the public interest. ” 
“First and foremost, I propose 
to make the attorney general’s 
office into a vigorous enforcer of 
the present consumer law of this 
state,” Baker said. “For too 
long the people of Missouri have 
been led to believe that the office 
of attorney general should be 
passive instead of being an 
active champion of the rights of 
the people.” 
Baker listed 10 proposals in 
his 
consumer platform, 
as 
follows: 
“First, I promise vigorous 
enforcement of the antitrust 
laws of this state. The new 
Missouri law covers sale of 
services as well as manufac­ 
turing and has penalties up to 
$50.000. This new tool must be 
used effectively by the attorney 
general’s office. Unfortunately 
the present attorney general’s 
office has prosecuted few cases 
Vigorous enforcement is called 
for and is what I pledge. 
“Secondly, 
I will strictly 
enforce the nursing home laws 
of this state in order to protect 
our older citizens housed in 
substandard nursing homes. It 
is a disgrace that, on the one 
hand, there are over 100 
unlicensed nursing homes in this 
state and yet, on the other hand, 
few injunctions are filed by the 
attorney general’s office. I will 
actively improve this situation.

Democrats take notice 
of F ord golf probe

Democrats are beginning to 
take pointed notice of federal 
investigations into President 
Ford’s corporate golfing trips 
and 
handing 
of campaign 
funds wh8le he was in Con­ 
gress. 
While Jimmy Carter, at home 
for a rest in Plains, Ga., has 
avoided direct comment, run­ 
ning mate Walter F. Mondale 
and Democratic National Chair­ 
man Robert Strauss both touch­ 
ed upon the issue Tuesday in 
their attacks upon the Republi­ 
can ticket. 
Mondale, in Toledo, Ohio, 
said Ford has been “ducking 
and hiding” from questions 
about the probes. And Strauss 
chastised Republican vice-pres­ 
idential nominee Bob Dole for 
suggesting that the investiga­ 
tions were politically moti­ 


vated. 


The Watergate special prose­ 
cutor’s office is exploring the 
records of Ford’s home district 
GOP 
organization in 
Kent 
County, Mich., reportedly to 
check whether Ford, as a con­ 
gressman, 
illegally diverted 
campaign contributions to per­ 
sonal use by laundering the 
money through local party 
groups. 


In addition, the Securities 
and Exchange Commission re­ 
portedly is investigating golfing 
trips made by Ford as a con­ 
gressmen. Those tripe were 
paid for by the U.S. Steel Corp. 
The White House said Tues­ 
day that Ford had made trips 
to corporate golf courses while 
in Congress, but Ford press 
secretary Ron Nessen declined 
to comment when asked if Ford

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Police issue calmer 
since Sunday meeting 


DEXTER - Whether a 
Sunday afternoon meeting in­ 
volving members of the city 
police 
force,

police committee has solved 
problems within the police 
department or not is anybody’s 
guess, but tam m o f fleer Jerry 
Wolsey doubts it will make any 
difference. 
Wolsey submitted his verbal 
resignation Friday night after 
he and Lt. Roger Hubbard had a 
confrontation, but he did not 
submit a written resignation 
until after the Sunday meeting. 
In the letter he cited his

Hubbard confirmed last week 
that he had issued the orders, 
but that it was for the good of the 
department. 
At Friday’s meeting, Wolsey 
said he was not going to be 
forced out of his job without a 
public hearing, but he says the 
pressure was just too much for 
him to take. 
“I went on Friday night 
scheduled as the 8 p.m. car,” he 
said of the incident immediately 
preceding his resignation. When 
he arrived at the station, 
Hubbard advised Wolsey he was 
under suspension.

Talking with reporters Friday 
morning, Wolsey said the news 
conference 
would

Concerning the complaints he 
presented at Sunday’s meeting, 
he said, “I really didn't get an 
answer, to be truthful about it.”

Rust could not be readied this 
morning for comment. 
Ed Heinz, manager of Rust’s 
Cape Girardeau Bulletin, a free 
distribution publication, said 
this morning that he could not 
speak for Rust, but that the

to 
compete with The Southeast 
Missourian for advertising in 
Cape Girardeau. Heinz would 
neither confirm nor deny the 
plans may include publishing 
daily.

WHATEVER HAPPENED 
TO CIVIL DEFENSE? 
While America sleeps, the USSR is constantly im­ 
proving and refining its Civil Defense system against a 
possible atomic war. 
The difference between USA and USSR defenses was 
clearly spelled out by Lt. Gen. Daniel Graham, former 
head of the U.S. Defense Intelligence Agency (the DIA) 
in a recent interview by the Reader’s Digest magazine. 
General Graham explained that while the Soviets are 
building their armed and civilian forces to fight and to 
survive an atomic war, 
we pursue a 
policy of 
“deterrence” to such a war. As a result, fully 75 per cent 
of the national resources of the Soviet Empire are given 
to preparation for war, with only 25 per cent going to the 
production of civilian goods and the services sector And 
while the Communists spend over a billion dollars a year 
for civil defense, the U.S. Congress had allocated for that 
purpose less money than we spend on the running of the 
private office of the President. 
General Graham told the Digest that “About 20 million 
young Russians receive civil defense training every 
summer as part of their annual war games Sample 
exercises are: convoy evacuation practice at Leningrad; 
the adaptation of large refrigerator ships for evacuating

Surely, an adequate and functional civil defense 
program in the United States would be an added 
deterrent (if we insist that “deterrence" is our policy) 
against a possible strike by the USSR To put it another 
way, the Communists will be far less likely to launch the 
bombs against us if they know that we are prepared. By 
being unprepared, we invite attack. 
Most of us can remember when Civil Defense was very 
much a part of American life. We were provided with 
voluminous information on survival techniques, and 
thousands of Americans built fall-out shelters in their 
homes, complete with air ventilatioon equipment and 
supplies of food and water 
Isn’t it about time to get our Civil Defense prepared­ 
ness program back on the track?

WHATEVER HAPPENED 
TO CIVIL DEFENSE? 
While America sleeps, the USSR is constantly im­ 
proving and refining its Civil Defense system against a 
possible atomic war. 
The difference between USA ami USSR defenses was 
clearly spelled out by Lt. Gen. Daniel Graham, former 
head of the U.S. Defense Intelligence Agency (the DIA) 
in a recent interview by the Reader’s Digest magazine. 
General Graham explained that while the Soviets are 
building their armed and civilian forces to fight and to 
survive an atomic war, we pursue a policy erf 
“deterrence” to such a war. As a result, fully 75 per cent 
of the national resources of the Soviet Empire are given 
to preparation for war, with only 25 per cent going to the 
production of civilian goods and the services sector. And 
while the Communists spend over a billion dollars a year 
for civil defense, the U.S. Congress had allocated for that 
purpose less money than we spend on the running of the 
private office of the President. 
General Graham told the Digest that “About 20 million 
young Russians receive civil defense training every 
summer as part of their annual war games. Sample 
exercises are: convoy evacuation practice at Leningrad; 
the adaptation of large refrigerator ships for evacuating 
the 
population 
of Sevastopol; 
the 
nation- 
wide 
organization of ambulance and bus convoys to carry the 
sick away from major cities; and, in rural areas, 
readiness tests for people assigned to receive evacuees 
from the cities.” 
Surely, an adequate and functional civil defense 
program in the United States would be an added 
deterrent (if we insist that “deterrence” is our policy) 
against a possible strike by the USSR. To put it another 
way, the Communists will be far less likely to launch the 
bombs against us if they know that we,are prepared. By 
being unprepared, we invite attack. 
Most of us can remember when Civil Defense was very 
much a part of American life. We were provided with 
voluminous information on survival techniques, and 
thousands of Americans built fall-out shelters in their 
homes, complete with air ventilatioon equipment and 
supplies of food and water. 
Isn’t it about time to get our Civil Defense prepared­ 
ness program back on the track?

FOR CONSUMERS 
As if Americans were not 
already displaying an in­ 
creasing propensity for suing 
each other at the drop of a tort, 
the U.S. Supreme Court has now 
given them the right to sue an 
airline if it bumps them off a 
flight for which they have a 


reservation. 
In the case in question, 
Allegheny Airlines made the 
mistake of doing just that to a 
fellow named Ralph Nader, who 
is not know for suffering cor­ 
porate 
highhandedness 
in 
silence. 
The airlines, of course, did not 
start the practice of overbooking 
flights because they like to push 
customers around. It was 
because a Id of people ap­ 
parently hedge their travte 
plans by making multiple 
reservations with two or more 
airlines to assure themselves of 
a seat with one of them. Since 
there is nothing to stop them 
from continuing to do this, the 
consequence presumably will be 
more empty seats on more 
flights and less revenue to the 
carriers, and somebody will 
have to pay for it. 
Mr. Nader has thus scored 
another victory for the ordinary 
consumer, but like all his 
previous victories, it is going to 
cost the ordinary consumer. 
The same is true with all kinds 
of personal injury litigation: 
Somebody has to pay the 
bill—first, the sued airline or 
manufacturer or municipality 
or insurance company, but 
ultimately and always the fee- 
paying, taxpaying, premium- 
paying private citizen. 
This is nowhere more obvious 
than in the area of automobile 
and 
property 
insurance. 
Quarter-million-dollar 
court 
settlements are not uncommon 
today, says DeForest W. Abel 
Jr., president of Arnica Mutual 
Insurance Co., the nation’s 
oldest 
mutual 
insurer of 
automobiles. With an average 
premium payment of $300, just 
one such settlement consumes 
the entire annual premium 
payments of more than 833 
policyholders. 
“The fact that juries seem to 
overlook the effect the granting 
of excessive awards will have on 
insurance rates is an in- 
terestein g 
sociological 
phenomenon,” he says. 
The A.M. Best Co., in­ 
dependent insurance analysts 
keeping tabs on industry per­ 
formance, 
estimates 
1975 
property 
and 
casualty un­ 
derwriting losses at nearly $4.2 
billion, with the industry paying 


out nearly $108 in claims and 
expenses for every $100 earned 
in premiums. 
Sane 30 insurance companies, 
including several major ones, 
have gone bankrupt in the past 
two years, a mass insolvency of 
a magnitude not seen since the 
Depression. Only a'h improving 
stock market, in which the 
companies have invested their 
reserves, kept the number from 
being larger. 
We are truly in an age of in­ 
surance, as well as an age of 
litigation. 
The National Flood Insurance 
Act of 1968 established the right 
of property owners in flood-risk 
areas 
to 
insurance, 
which 
previously was either unob­ 
tainable or obtainable only at 
high rates. Flood insurance is 
now federally reinsured from 
tax money because private 
companies cannot afford to 
underwrite it and stay in 
business. 
Most states have “Assigned 
Risk Plans” to which all auto 
insurers doing business in the 
state contribute to protect the 
public from careless and ac­ 
cident-prone drivers. Par­ 
ticipation is also compulsory in 
so-called FAIR plans (Fair 
Access 
to 
Insurance 
Requirements) in 24 states, 
which provide fire insurance for 
industrial and commercial 
properties in high-risk areas. 
Expansion of FAIR plans to 
include homeowners has been 
proposed 
by the Federal 
Insurance Administration. 
Many of these new develop­ 
ments are the result of the 
consumerism movement, whose 
worthy aim is the protection of 
the interests of each individual.

White House OKs Ex-EPA Man’s 
Mining on National Landmark

WASHINGTON -* A White ^ President’s staff. 
House official intervened with

The 
300-year-old site is treasured by 
the Interior Department, 
however, for its historic and 
scenic value. The White House 
pressure to spoil the site with pit 
mines, therefore, was resisted by 
Interior Secretary Thomas 
Kleppe. 
But the story is worth telling as 
an example of Washington pres­ 
sure politics. Dr. Sansom, schem­ 
ing to put profits ahead of histo­ 
ry, got in touch writh a friend on 


retary and presidential advisor. 
The two friends counseled 
together, and Connor suggested 
that Sansom write to the Presi­ 
dent. Connor said the letter 
should be directed to his atten­ 
tion, and he would guide it 
through the oval office. 
In a “Dear Jim" letter the next 
day, Sansom told the White 
House aide: UI am enclosing the 
letter to the President that you 
suggested would be appropriate 
to clear up the subject.” The let­ 
ter denounced Kleppe, declared 
that vermiculite was vital to 
conserve energy, proclaimed 
that “the country desperately 
needs more vermiculite" and 
promised that the mining 
wouldn't disturb the environ­ 
ment. 
This militant letter, complete 
with Sansom’s “Dear Jim" notes, 
was routed to Kleppe, who is 
supposed to forward information 
about despoiling operations on 
national historic landmarks. The 
inclusion of the “Dear Jim” note 
was a subtle signal that Sansom 
had a powerful White House ally. 


situation of the country would in 
no way be impaired,” declared 
the draft, if the historic land­ 
mark were left undisturbed. An 
accompanying memo advised 
the President that there was 
enough vermiculite to last well 
into the next century and that 
“good substitutes” were availa­ 
ble anyhow. 
If President Ford had seen the 
draft, he probably would have 
signed it This would have laid 
down as White House policy that 
Green Springs would remain 
green and would not be marred 
with quarry-like holes. 
But Connor managed to 
pigeonhole the draft, which 
never reached President Ford’s 
desk. To Connor's credit he is 
now repentant. “I wish now,” he 
said, “I had told him to send the 
letter straight to Kleppe.” But 
Connor admitted ruefully: “I 
shelved it." 
Sansom expressed no such 
remorse. He told us he could 
have asked White House staff 
chief Richard Cheney to inter­ 
vene but had contacted Connor 
because he knew him betten “I 
would do it again," said Sansom. 
“There’s nothing of historical 
value within five miles” of the 
proposed pit mines. Further­ 
more, he said, the people of the 
county need the industry. 
PERCY PROBLEM: There 
was a lot of worrying last year, 
according to confidential diplo­ 
matic papers, over a string of 
worry beads.

Ambassador to Saudi Arabia, 
had lectured Yamani about U.S. 
regulations against accepting 
gifts. He turned to Yamani and 
said: “After all we’ve talked 
about gift-giving regulations, 
how can you do this right in front 
of me?” 
Sen. Percy let the remark 
slide, but Mrs. Percy took 
umbrage. She thought it was a 
slur on the senator's integrity. It 
was the Percy’s practice to ac­ 
cept gifts rather than embarrass 
their hosts. But back in Washing­ 
ton, they would quietly turn the 
gifts over to the State Depart­ 
ment. 
The embarrassed Yamani 
withheld the beads, and the inci­ 
dent was forgotten by everyone 
except Akins. He was later 
sacked by Secretary of State 
Kissinger. For a while, he 
couldn’t shake the notion that the 
Percys were somehow involved 
in getting him fired. 
He finally concluded that he 
was wrong and wrote to the 
senator about it. “I tought briefly 
that Mrs. Percy's complaint 
could have contributed to the ac­ 
tion,” he wrote. “But there were 
apparently other reasons.” He 
asked the senator to assure his 
wife that “I have the highest 
respect for your intelligence and 
your integrity.” 
Then Akins concluded the wo­ 
rry bead incident with this con­ 
fession: “If it will bring her any 
comfort, you can also tell her 
that if I ruined the next two days 
of her Middle East trip, she has 
caused me a series of sleepless 
nights.”

Anti-Capitalist Capers: 
Communist, Trotskyite ex­ 
tremist parties developing 
strong new political following 
NEW YORK — A strange new 
u ltra -ra d ic a lism , 
often 
preferring the ballot to the 
bomb, and more often in short 
hair, clean shirt and necktie, is 
stalking America. 
Romanticized and martyrized 
by liberal attacks on FBI and 
CIA 
counter-revolutionary 
tactics, the radical parties have 
harvested a coveted persecuted 
underdog image and have been 
energetically cultivating strong 
political armies of fellow 
travelers. 
Thus, though virtually un­ 
noticed by platoons of political 
reporters, these anti-capitalistic 
movements, ranging all the way 
from the Communist Party 
U.S.A. to the Trotskyite Socialist 
Workers’ Party, have rolled up 
about a million signatures on 
petitions to get their presidential 
candidates on state ballots. 
Easily the most , extreme 
activists 
in 
this 
sprawling 
radicalism are the youthful U.S. 
Labor Party. Yet it qualified for

spokesman, 
operating out of its lower Fifth 
Avenue presidential campaign 
headquarters,

signatures. This is a lot of 
petitioners - especially in the 
light 
of 
the 
Soviet-aligned 
organization's 
methodical, 
albeit low-profile, revolutionary 
action and propaganda. 
True, 
now 
the latter-day 
young extreme revolutionists 
sneer at the “CPUSA” as being 
as radical as the Temperance 
League. But the CP still has its 
15,000 active members. It still 
pulls them in by the thousands 
for special memorial banquets 
and demonstrations.

protection against X rays. 
The patient may not have 
any symptoms at all to begin 
with. The diagnosis may be 
made because of an abnormal 
blood test showing all the 
white cells.

Missouri to use test 
*Competency test9 said to help 
re-define the meaning of diploma 


JEFFERSON CITY— A new 
“competency test,” which 
eventually will help redefine the 
meaning of a high school 
diploma, soon will be ready for 
use in Missouri’s public schools. 
The examination is now 
known as “BEST” - the Basic 
Essential Skills Test - and is 
designed to measure students’ 
proficiency in some minimum 
skills 
before high school 
graduation and to insure that 
they can apply these skills in 
their daily lives. 
The State Board of Education, 
at its September meeting (Sept. 
16-17), 
directed that 
the 
examination be “field tested” 
this fall and spring, with the goal 
of having the test ready in its 
final form for use in he next 
school year. 
The staff of the Department of 


Elementary 
and 
Secondary 
Education, aided by a statewide 
advisory committee composed 
of 
representatives 
from 
business, labor, parent groups, 
the media, students, curriculum 
specialists and others, has been 
working full-time on the BEST 
project since May. 
The BEST examination also 
will be the subject of 11 regional 
educational 
conferences 
scheduled throughout the state 
during October and November. 
Some 4,000 Missourians, mostly 
lay citizens, are expected to 
attend 
these conferences. 
Improvements suggested at the 
conferences will be considered 
in the final revison of the test. 
As now planned, the test would 
be given Missouri students at 
the end of the eighth grade. 
Those failing to pass the 


examination would have the 
opportunity to take it again in 
succeeding grades. 
The State Board of Education 
will determine at a late date if 
the test will be mandatory for 
high school graduation. The 
advisory committee working on 
the project has recommended 
that it be given on a voluntary 
basis, because many schools 
already have indicated that they 
want to use the test. Another 
question to be answered is 
whether a certificate of com­ 
petence will be given students 
passing die exam or if the 
results will be made a part of 
their high school transcrtipt.

Try To Determine 
Life Cycle Cost

When buying appliances—as well as many 
other consumer products—the lowest price does not 
necessarily equal the lowest overall cost. 
In fact, the General Services Administration 
(GSA), which is the Federal Government’s pur­ 
chasing agency, has found that there are many 
factors to consider when buying a product—in addi­ 
tion to the initial price. These factors include the 
installation, repair and operating costs of the item. 
To 
weigh these 
many 
factors in its purchasing de­ 
cisions, 
GSA—along 
with 
other large buyers of house­ 
hold 
products—is 
using 
a 
buying technique called “life 
cycle costing” th at considers 
the total cost of owning a 
product from the time it is 
bought until the end of its 
life. You can adapt this buy­ 
ing method for anything you 
intend to use for an extended 
period (such as appliances or 
even a car). 
To determ ine the total 
“life cycle cost" of a product, 
you should weigh these fac­ 
tors before m aking your p ur­ 
chase: 


1. Initial 
price 
of the 
product or its retail cost. 


2. Product’s installation 
cost—if there is one. 


3. O perating cost of the 
product. 
O perating costs concern 
the am ount of energy re­ 
quired to run the product. 
W ith 
automobiles, 
for ex­ 
ample, 
you 
can 
determine 
this 
figure by 
m ultiplying 
the Environm ental Protection 
Agency’s 
(E PA ) 
average 
miles per gallon figures by 
the num ber of miles you ex­ 
pect to drive a year. For 
appliances, determ ining op- 


erating costs is unfortunate­ 
ly not as easy. 
In the case of room air 
conditioners and 
refrig era­ 
tors, you can look for energy 
efficiency labels that will tell 
you how much energy the 
products use. However, until 
the Energy Policy & Conser­ 
vation Act, which m andates 
energy efficiency inform ation 
for appliances, is im plem ent­ 
ed, the only recourse is to 
try to get as much inform a­ 
tion from the dealer as pos­ 
sible. Then compare 
prod­ 
ucts, keeping energy effici­ 
ency in mind. 
4. Repair cost you should 
anticipate. Here you should 
consider w hat the product 
w arranty will and will not 
cover and compare w arran­ 
ties to get the most coverage 
for the money. 
5. Number of years you 
expect to own the product. 
6. How much you expect 
to use the product. 
In weighing these fac­ 
tors, there will undoubtedly 
be many trade-offs. 
How­ 
ever, using the principles be­ 
hind “life cycle costing"— 
w here 
possible—can 
only 
help you to purchase prod­ 
ucts th at are the most eco­ 
nomical and efficient for your 
needs.

Try To Determine 
Life Cycle Cost

When buying appliances—as well as many 
other consumer products—the lowest price does not 
necessarily equal the lowest overall cost. 
In fact, the General Services Adm inistration 
(GSA), which is the Federal Government’s pur­ 
chasing agency, has found th at there are many 
factors to consider when buying a product— in addi­ 
tion to the initial price. These factors include the 
installation, repair and operating costs of the item. 
To 
weigh 
these 
many 
factors in its purchasing de­ 
cisions, 
GSA— along 
with 
other large buyers of house­ 
hold 
products— is 
using 
a 
buying technique called "life 
cycle costing” th at considers 
the total cost of owning a 
product from the time it is 
bought until the end of its 
life. You can adapt this buy­ 
ing method for anything you 
intend to use for an extended 
period (such as appliances or 
even a car). 
To determine the total 
"life cycle cost" of a product, 
you should weigh these fac­ 
tors before making your p u r­ 
chase: 


1. Initial 
price 
of the 
product or its retail cost. 


2. Product’s installation 
cost— if there is one. 


3. O perating cost of the 
product. 
O perating costs concern 
the 
am ount of energy re­ 
quired to run the product. 
With

ample,

Survivor 
tells story 
of crash 


ALPENA, Mich. (AP) - "M l 
stay in the Air Force, but I’m 
not going to fly," Airmen l.C. 
Dale J. Solon said Monday. 
Solon, a 20-year-old from the 
Cleveland suburb of Lakewood, 
was one of five survivors of 
Sunday’s crash of a giant 
KC135 Jet tanker near Alpena. 
Fifteen others died In the fiery 
crash. 
“ I was just so scared,” Solon 
said after his release from Al­ 
pena 
General 
Hospital 
for 
.treatment of minor bruise«. 
The tanker went down in an 
isolated, 
marshy 
woodland 
about 12 miles southwest of Al­ 
pena. Its wreckage was scat­ 
tered over a wide area. 
At first, 
Colon said, he 
thought the plane was Just 
making a rough landing. 
But then the plane began to 
..toss from side to side, and he 
heard the wings breaking off. 
“ I felt the plane hitting the 
ground. Things started flying 
everywhere and catching on 
fire,” he said. “Things were 
breaking apart...” 
Ironically, Solon’s Air Force 
mechanic job involves regular 
servicing of huge KC135 Strato- 
tankers like the one he was 
aboard Sunday when it left K.I. 
Sawyer AFB near Marquette. 
The plane, on a training mis­ 
sion, picked up passengers at 
Kincheloe AFB near Sault Ste. 
Marie, and was on its way to 
Wurtsmith AFB near Oscoda to 
take on more passengers. 
The plane was headed for Of- 
futt AFB, Nebraska, for a 
training session at Strategic Air 
Command headquarters there. 
Solon was the only crew 
member not seriously injured 
or killed. The other four survi­ 
vors were transferred to Brook 
Army Medical Center at San 
Antonio, Tex. with extensive 
burns. 
The young airman said he 
was strapped into the last seat 
in the plane. As the aircraft 
hurtled to the ground, he said, 
he covered his face with his 
hands and could only think, 
“ Whan is this thing going td 
stop so I can get out of here?” * 
Finally, Solon broke free 
from Ms seatbelt and walked 
out of the plane’s 20-foot tai|* 
section — the biggest piece of 
the aircraft left intact. 
Outside the wreckage, h4 
found the other four survivors, 
and helped them move to a 
nearby clearing where they 
built a small fire and waited 
about three hours for help to 
arrive. “ I just tried to keep the 
other guys warm,” Solon said. 
The survivors and the bodies 
were removed by helicopter 
after local firemen arrived at 
the scene and cleared a path 
through the brush with bull­ 
dozers. 
Air Force investigators said 
Monday it may be months be­ 
fore they learn what caused the 
crash. 
“There was no in­ 
dication of any trouble,” said 
Col. 
William Klesert, com­ 
mander of Wurtsmith Air Force 
Base. “ All we know is that our 
people last contact with the 
plane.” 
An Air Force investigation 
team spent several hours at the 
scene Sunday, conducting a 
probe of the wreckage. A 
Wurtsmith spokesman said a 
board of Air Force officers 
from the SAC headquarters 
also had been appointed to in­ 
vestigate. 
The tanker, military equiva­ 
lent of tha Boeing 707, is used 
to refuel other aircraft in the 
air. But a spokesman said the 
craft was carrying only its nor­ 
mal fuel load Sunday.

“ I don’t know of any other 
state that’s taken the initiative 
like this for an interest-deferral 
plan to help farmers stay in 
business," Butz said. “We’re 
moving as fast in Missouri as 
I’ve seen any state move" in 
implementing disaster relief 
programs.

designated 70 of Missouri’s 114 
counties as drought disaster 
areas eligible for emergency fi­ 
nancial assistance to transport 
hay and hay substitutes to live­ 
stock or to move cattle to sur­ 
plus grazing areas.
